(By Associated Press.)
SAN FRANCISCO, Jan. 17. The

California point of view as to the prin-

ciples to be followed In the valuation
of the railroads of the country will be

presented to the Interstate Commerce
Commission by Max Thelen, president
of the California Railroad Commission
who plans to have tomorrow for

Washington.
An exhaustive brief containing an

analysis of the principles the Cali-

fornia commission believes should be
followed has been Hied with the" In-

terstate commission before which Mr.

Thelen will appear to hammer home
the California commission's conten-
tions.

Congress In 1913 passed the Federal
Valuation act, directing the Interstate
Commerce commission to make a val-

uation of every railroad subject to
Its Jurisdiction. The commission in-

vited a discussion of the fundamental

principles of valuation to be follow-

ed in that work. The railroads took

advantage of this invitation and filed

a brief laying down principles of val-

uation which, according to the Cali-

fornia commission, would result In a

very high value being placed on rail

Within the national forests of dis-

trict 4, embracing Vtah, Nevada,
Southern Idaho and South weHlern

Wyoming, a large majority of all the

livestock raised in this territory is

grazing during the summer season.

During the season of 1915, on the

ranges of these forests, 40,000 sheep,
460 cattle and 14 horses were killed

by predatory animals, among which

the coyote is the chief offender. Late
late season the U. S. Biological Sur-

vey, In with the forest

service, Inaugurated a vigorous cam-

paign of extermination against the

coyote and his within and

adjacent to the forests. The regular
force of forest rangers, who are able
to devote a little time to predatory
animal extermination, In connection
with their other duties, report a total
of 1,168 killed during 1915. This num-

ber, while not large, means consider-

able to the stockmen grazing their
herds on the forest ranges.

Poisonous plants killed 8,000 sheep.
2,500 cattle and 11 horses on the for-

ests during the past year. Disease has

a toll of 5,278 sheep, 655 cattle and
96 horses.
